Secretary

ment of Commerce announwK that the 
first efforts of his Industrial Hoard, 
"will be to reduce "excessive profits." 


Most people's definitions of an ex- 


cessive 
profit, 
would be the money 


that other people are making. 
They 


would find good and sufficient reason 
for ally gains they could tuck away 
themselves. 


Nevertheless, 
many 
concerns do 


charge 
exorbitant 
prices for lines ot 


goods in which they happen to have a 
near monopoly, or a large control over 
the market. A concern's reputation is 
frequently so thoroughly established 
by a tremendous campaign of advertis- 
ing plus genuine merit in the article, 
that it can produce at a far cheaper 
rate than when it did only a small busi- 
ness. 


The question must come to such a 


corporation, whether it will continue to 
maintain prices far above production 
expense, or base them on the actual 
costs, plus what would be considered a 
fair profit in other lines of business. 


The temptation to grab 
the imme- 


diate dollar i* very big. The majority 
of men would yield to it. 
But there 


are several objections "to this policy. 
The fact must generally become known 
in the trade that there is a large profit 
in those goods. That is sure to stimu- 
late sharp competition. Other people 
will have the courage-to start in on 
big advertising 
campaigns, 
and the 


skill to make something equally good 
or a little better. 


Great changes in trade fortunes oc- 


cur nowadays. 
The firm that hangs 


to a high price too long will not come 
out as well in the end. 


A fair price based on actual costs 


of production, giving a reasonable re 
turn, establishes a busines on a sure 
and permanent foundation. 
It checks 


social unrest and must tend toward in 
dustrial peace and stability. 


WEARING OUT ROADS. 


"\Vhen the automobile crowd get out 


on their pleasure drives this season, 
they are going to find that the high- 
ways have not held up through the 
strain of the -war period. Many mil- 
lions have been spent in road improve- 
ment, and for much of it there is but 
iitt'.e to show. 
These motorists " will 


bitterly complain , of Tthe parsimony of 
the tax payers. Tet their own careless 
habits have been a big factor in wear- 
ing out the streets. 


One habit that has much to-do with 


wearing out road surfaces, is the ten- 
dency of drivers to follow along in one 
track and wear 
down two parallel 


lir.es created by their wheels. This not 
merely wears the road faster than dis- 
tributed travel would, but it uncovers 
sharp rocks that cut the tires of the 
cars. Of course this does r.ot apply to 
brick roads or to concrete drives such 
as we have between 
Newark and 


Granville 
and 
along the National 


pike. 


Some people urge 
the 
building of 


wider country roads to distribute the 
wear. That would, help somewhat. But 
widening the road makes it cost a lot 
more. The majority of motorists would 
prefer a narrow strip of hard surface 
carried twice the distances, than to 
have a broad road through 
country 


districts. 
And it is noticed that on 


many country roads that have been 
built pretty wide, there exists the same 
tendency for travel to follow certain 
tracks. 


If drivers were snore careful to keep 


toward the right hand side of the roa<?, 
they would make conditions safer for 
«-vt ryonp an<l woul<i tend to spread 
the traffic 
out. 
And every driver 


should ft-el that he must personally 
oo operate in all measures to preserve 
the road surfacing. He may say that 
tho little wear his machine trivcs would 
make no difference. But if everyone 
taJ;«-.« that attitude, a road will wear 
out in half the lime it should.

Out of the mass of rumors, contra- 
dictory reports, and obvious canards 
which go to make up the Hungarian 
situation as now set forth, it itf possible 
to obtain a certain straining of truth. 
in spite of the fact thai even the ap- 
parently most reliable news comes 
from distinctly tainted sources. 
That' 
the Karolyi Government has resigned: 
that the Hungarian Socialists and Com- 
munists have formed a coalition gov- 
ernment, -and are proceeding to "or- 
canize" the country along Bolshevist 
lines; that the Moscow Red army."well 
organized and efficiently led, is steadily 
moving west through the Ukraine with 
the apparent object of joining forces 
with the Hungarians: that this army 
has already overrun Go.licia as far as 
Lemberg: all these reports would seem 
to be sufficiently confirmed from vari- 
ous independent sources to warrant ac- 
ceptance. 


Now. without the addition of a single 
alarmist rumor, the situation thus out- 
lined is sufficiently serious to claim the 
most earnest attention on the part of 
the allied powers. As has often been 
pointed out in these columns, it is of 
the very essence of bolshevism that it 
cannot stand still. It cannot rest anct 
consolidate. It must either move for- 
ward or come to an end. 
Bolshevism 
is warfare on organized society. Wher- 
ever it touches organized society it 
must make war on it. 
The moment 
bolshevism comes to terms it forswear? 
its own raison d'etre. This, of course. 
constitutes its present menace, as it 
also involves its ultimate defeat. And 
the present menace is serious. 
There 


is nothing to be gained but everything 
to be lost by underestimating its grav- 
ify. All the news available, for several 
weeks past, has gone, to show that the 
Heel armies of Russia are becoming 
better equipped and better led every 
day. 
and their recent successes in the 
South and AA'est are unquestioned. The 
Hungarians, habitually unstable and 
ready 
to 
embrace 
extremes 
have 
thrown in their lot with what they 
conceive to be the winning side. and. 
true to the tenets of their new-found 
faith, one of the first acts of the Soviet 
Government at Budapest is to declare 
on the powers- which, to it, represent 
organized society. 
"Uniting with the 


world's Bolsheviki." says the procla- 
mation just issued by the new Hungar- 
ian Government, ''we rise against the 
entente, and proclaim general mobili- 
Kotion. 
AH opponents will be exe- 
'ciited.'1" ., Surh a ijroelamation is" true 
to type. 
Bolshevismj must move for- 
ward, and it can only move forward as 
pure autocracy move forward, by an- 
nihilating all opposition. 
As to the immediate effects of such 


a situation as this, no one can foresee 
them. 
The position of Rumania ar.d 


of Tzecho-Slovakia is precarious in the 
extreme, whilst any serious advance 
westward of Bolshevist forces in Hun- 
gary would bring them out direct con- 
flict with the allied forces of occupa- 
tion. 
Then the struggle with bolshe- 
vism would necessarily begin in real 
earnest. As long as this struggle was 
beins? carried on by an army of inter- 
vention on Russian soil, the wisdom 
and justice of such a policy was so 
persistently questioned, and had ar- 
rayed against it such an almost unan- 
cmous voice of history, that every ac- 
tion was crippled before it began. 
AVhen. however Russian bolshevism does 
as it now bids fair to do. crosses its 
own borders into an occupied country, 
and attempts to embark definitely on 
the achievement of the confessed Leo- 
ine-and Trotzky ideal the conquest of 
the world for bolshevism. the situation 
will he entirely different. 
It is the 
possibility of 
such a 
situation that 


faces the allied world today.

"The food has been excellent, fresh 


beef twice daily with rice meal or corn 
meal for breakfast with bread, coffee 
and syrup, making a fine meal. There 
is a band concert once a week for an 
hour in each billeted town or regiment. 
"Santa Glaus did 
not 
forget, 
for 


through the Y and Red Cross he sent 
his gifts and remembrances. 
Captain 


Post made the day long to be remem- 
bered in fun by arrangement, whereby 
a committee was placed upon a stage 
to judge the xvinners in a contest of 
speeches of thanks.

ORDINANCE NO. 3871. 


By MK. KAUBT. 
An Ordinance Regulating the Gather- 


iiiK und Disposal of Gurbugp. 
Ue it -ordained by the council of the 
city ot Newark, State ol Ohio. 


Section 1. The word "Garbage" as 
herein used shall be taken to mean all 
kitchen refuse, vegetables. meaU. -or 
anything: whatsoever that will or may 
decompose ami become olfensive or 
to health. 


Section 2. The term "Rubtilsh" as 


used m this ordinance, shall be taken 
to mean dht, chips, pieces ot lumber, 
ih'ucl tiees or branches, thereof, buttles, 
broken glass, crockery, tins, cases and 
wooden ware boxes, straw, trrnss. pa- 
per, circulars, hand bills, boots, shoes, 
or anything litter or trash whatsoever. 


Section :;. It shall be the duty of 


the person, firm or corporation having 
the contract for the collection of ga* 
bage to furnish each family or house- 
hold creating garbage with u suitable 
metal garbage can not less than ten 
(10) gallons capacity, which shall be 
water tight, shall have a close fitting' 
lid. bha.ll have two handles and b* 
placed on the premises owned or occu- 
pied by said person, at a place that can 
be easily reached by the garbage col- 
lector 
The same shall not be used for 


the leception of garbage bv more than 
one lamily. household, restaurant, or 
hotel 
All garbage created by. or be- 


longing to said persons, shall be depos- 
ited in said garbage cans which shall 
be kept tightly covered at all times and 
said garbage shall be hauled to the gar- 


dump m manner and form under 


the rules and regulations provided for. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of all 


property owners or tenants, occupying 
•my premises, to provide a box or bar- 
rel for the reception of any rubbish the 
same to be hauled to the city dumping 
ground by the &aid property owners or 
tenants at their own expense. 


Section 3. The Board <of Health shall 


advertise for bids for the collection of 
garbage in the Municipality during a 
period of not less than two (2) years nor 
more than five (5) years. 
The said 


Board of Health shall determine by 
resolution the time for which, such gar- 
bage contract shall run. which time 
shall be specified in the advertisement 
for bids 
Said advertisement shall be 


published in two (2) newspapers of op- 
posite politics of general circulation in 
the Municipality once a week for' two 
(2) weeks. 


Said contract shall be awarded to the' 


highest and best bidder for the privi- 
lege of removing and hauling said gar- 
bage under and according to the terms 
of said contract; the amount so bid 
shall be paid in equal annual install- 
ments, in advance during the time of 
said contract.

offered by the owner, tenant or occu- 
pant of any premises in good, proper 
and lawful manner and jn compliance 
with the ordinances of the City of New- 
ark governing the same, said bond to 
be aproved by the Mayor. At the ex- 
piration of the time during which said 
contract runs, the said Board of Health 
shall proceed to advertise and let a new 
contract in the same manner herein 
soecified 
Provided further, that the 


Board of Health shall issue permits to 
any person'or persons to haul garbage 
to parts -without the city limits from 
groceries, hotels, reataiirants or fruit 
-stands in metalto cans. 
AJ1 permits 


shall state the grocery, hotel, restau: 
rant or fruit stand from which holder 
shall haul garbage. The cans used in 
hauling garbage from such places shall 
be of a capacity of not less than ten. 
(10) gallons, shall be kept covered at all 
times, shall be water tight, and shall 
be removed by person or persons hold- 
ing permits to remove them, at least 
once a week. Said cans when contain- 
ing garbage, shall not be emptied Into 
any other containers but all garbage 
shall be removed in cans in which it 
is originally deposited, and at the time 
of such removal an empty can which 
has been thoroughly washed and disen- 
fected, shall be left in place of can so 
removed. 


Section 6. Provided that the owner, 


tenant or occupant of anv premises 
shall have the right to dispose of, his 
garbage on the premises which it orig- 
inated by burning the same, method of 
disposing of the same herein last pro- 
vided for. to be done without offense to 
the neighborhood or damage to the 
public health.

Said cans shall not be 
less than ten (10) gallons in capacity,

water tight and kept so, so as to pre- 
vent the contents or odor escaping 
therefrom.

the contractor, be washed out and dis- 
enfected at least once per month to the 
satisfaction of -he Board of Health.

Wright said he went to his seat in the 
senate after his second conversation 
with Delehanty and told Senator Ag- 
new about it. and asked him to stay 
close by him during the afternoon. 


"After the senate convened." the wit- 
nessed continued, "a page brought me 
a note signed 'McKer.zie,' asking me to 
come to the lieutenant governor's of- 
fice. I later sent a page to tell the 
person waiting to see me in the lieuten- 
ant governor's office that he could see 
me in the senate smoker. I knew there 
were a number of people in the smok- 
ing room." 


Wright explained that he was not sure 
the note came from McKenzie, but sus;
